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Summary 


World  cocoa  "bean  production  for  1970-71  is  forecast  at  1,387,400  metric  tons, 
off  3.k  percent  from  the  1969-70  harvest  of  1,1*36,800  tons.    Although  world 
production  is  expected  to  be  down  somewhat,  the  1970-71  crop  will  be  the  third 
largest  of  record  if  current  estimates  are  realized.    Smaller  crops  are  fore- 
cast for  Brazil,  the  Dominican  Republic,  Ivory  Coast,  and  Ghana,  in  contrast 
to  estimates  of  larger  outturns  for  Nigeria,  Ecuador,  and  Fernando  Po. 

World  cocoa  bean  exports  in  19&9  declined  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year  to 
993*000  tons,  primarily  reflecting  the  poor  1968-69  African  harvest.  World 
exports  in  1970  will  probably  be  larger  since  good  1969-70  crops  were  harvested 
by  Brazil  and  most  African  producers. 

World  cocoa  bean  grindings  in  1970  have  held  up  quite  well,  but  are  still  pro- 
jected to  fall  somewhat  below  the  19&9  level.    The  U.S.  third  quarter  grind 
amounted  to  13&.2  million  pounds,  down  from  lUl.6  million  for  the  corre- 
sponding 1969  period.    The  cumulative  9  month  U.S.  grind  totaled  ^3^.3 
million  pounds,  compared  with  kk0,6  million  during  the  similar  19&9  period. 
High  world  cocoa  bean  prices  have  encouraged  increased  use  of  cocoa  butter 
substitutes  and  extenders,  which  have  adversely  affected  grindings  in  many 
consuming  countries. 


Cocoa  "bean  prices  (New  York  spot  Accra)  during  the  third  quarter  of  1970 
reversed  the  downward  trend  of  the  first  half  of  the  year  when  prices  fell 
from  a  January  average  of  39*2  cents  per  pound  to  29*7  cents  hy  June.  July 
prices  averaged  32.4  cents,  rising  sharply  to  an  average  of  37«9  cents  in 
September  on  news  of  poor  prospects  for  the  Brazilian  main  crop.  Quotations 
during  October  eased  somewhat,  averaging  36.3  cents  per  pound. 


Major  Producers 

Africa:    African  production  is  expected  to  approximate  the  1969-70  crop  of 
1,011,700  tons.    Below  average  rainfall  has  characterized  the  early  crop 
development,  although  rains  increased  somewhat  during  September  and  October. 
However,  a  lower  than  usual  incidence  of  pod  rot  should  help  to  offset  some 
of  the  crop  loss  resulting  from  moisture  deficiency.    Higher  producer  prices 
have  been  set  for  farmers  in  Nigeria  and  the  Ivory  Coast,  while  the  Ghanaian 
and  Cameroon  growers*  price  is  to  remain  unchanged  from  the  previous  season. 

Production  for  Ghana  is  forecast  at  406,000  tons  (400,000  long  tons).  The 
main  crop  is  estimated  at  381,000  tons  (375*000  long  tons),  compared  with  the 
provisional  1969-70  outturn  of  385,000  tons  (379,000  long  tons).    Rainfall  has 
been  below  normal  in  several  of  the  major  growing  regions;  however,  pod  rot  is 
not  expected  to  be  a  problem  this  year.    Although  producer  prices  have  not  been 
increased,  the  Government  has  guaranteed  farmers  that  the  price  will  not  be 
set  below  the  present  N^  8.00  per  60  pound  "headload"  (U.S.  13.07  cents  per 
pound)  for  the  next  5  years. 

The  Ghana  Government  has  scheduled  a  cocoa  rehabilitation  scheme  for  the 
eastern  region  to  get  underway  November  1,  1970.    This  will  be  the  first 
stage  of  a  national  program  to  rehabilitate  Ghana's  cocoa  industry.  The 
eastern  region  project  will  reportedly  cost  N0  15  million  (U.S.  $14.7  million), 
of  which  $8.5  million  has  been  made  available  through  a  loan  from  the  World 
Bank.    This  project  is  expected  to  increase  annual  production  of  cocoa  by 
about  19,000  tons  in  the  eastern  region  by  1982.    It  consists  of  the  replanting 
of  36,000  acres  with  improved  high-yielding  cocoa  varieties,  and  the  rehabili- 
tation of  about  51,000  acres  of  low- yielding  cocoa  by  controlling  capsids  and 
improving  farm  maintenance.    The  project  will  provide  credit  to  cocoa  farmers 
for  the  purchase  of  spraying  machines,  pesticides,  fertilizers,  and  improved 
planting  materials  and  to  cover  the  cost  of  hired  labor;  intensified  extension 
services  and  the  training  of  farmers  in  modern  cocoa  production  techniques; 
improvement  of  marketing  cooperatives  and  the  establishment  of  15  new  cooper- 
atives; and  improvement  of  feeder  roads. 

Ghana's  foreign  exchange  earnings  derived  from  exports  of  cocoa  beans  and 
products  in  1969  totaled  a  record  $2^2  million,  up  sharply  from  earnings  of 
$211  million  in  1968.

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Nigeria1 s  crop  development  has  "been  encouraging  this  season,  although  the 
recent  increase  in  rains  could  result  in  damage  to  part  of  the  crop.  Pro- 
duction (including  estimates  for  contraband  to  Dahomey)  is  forecast  at 
25^,000  tons  (250,000  long  tons),  up  10  percent  over  the  previous  season. 
(Based  on  returns  of  Importing  countries,  about  U,000  tons  were  exported  from 
Dahomey  in  1969).    Producer  prices  have  been  raised  slightly  to  NL  155  per 
long  ton  (U.S.  19.^  cents  per  pound),  an  increase  of  Nt  5  per  long  ton 
(O.625  cents  per  pound)  over  last  season. 

The  western  region  government  is  planning  to  spend  fcN  970,000  (U.S.  $2.7 
million)  on  chemical  subsidies  for  cocoa  in  1970-71  and  another  i»N  1+00,000 
(U.S.  $1.1  million)  on  the  rehabilitation  of  cocoa  areas.    It  has  also 
proposed  that  the  national  "Four-Year  Development  Plan'*  include  fcN  k  million 
(U.S.  $11.2  million)  for  regeneration  and  rehabilitation  of  cocoa. 

Despite  a  rather  sharp  decrease  in  the  volume  of  cocoa,  exports  in  19&9>  Nigeria's 
export  earnings  from  cocoa  beans  and  products  amounted  to  a  record  $171  million, 
compared  with  $163  million  in  1968  and  the  extremely  low  level  of  only  $79 
million  in  1966. 

Ivory  Coast  production  is  expected  to  be  below  the  record  1969-70  crop  of 
180,000  tons.    Although  rainfall  has  been  below  normal  in  many  areas, 
increased  output  from  new  plantings  is  anticipated  to  result  in  an  outturn 
of  around  l60,000  tons.    The  producer  price  has  been  increased  to  85  CFA 
francs  per  kilo  (U.S.  13.88  cents  per  pound),  up  5  CFA  francs  (U.S.  0.82 
cents  per  pound)  over  prices  paid  to  growers  during  the  I969-7O  season. 
Foreign  exchange  earnings  from  cocoa  were  at  record  levels  in  I969  an<^ 
amounted  to  approximately  $120  million,  compared  with  $96  million  in  I968. 

The  Cameroon  crop  is  estimated  to  approximate  the  105,000- ton  level  of  the 
previous  season.    Producer  prices  are  to  remain  unchanged  from  last  season's 
level  of  85  CFA  francs  per  kilo  (U.S.  13.88  cents  per  pound).    Exports  in 
1969  were  at  an  alltime  high,  amounting  to  73>823  tons  of  cocoa  beans,  9>9&9 
tons  of  cocoa  butter,  and  9,l60  tons  of  cake  and  powder. 

South  America:  South  American  production  is  forecast  down  from  the  level  of 
a  year  ago,  reflecting  poor  prospects  for  the  Brazilian  main  crop.  However, 
a  larger  crop  is  expected  for  Ecuador  this  season. 


Excessive  rains  and  cool  temperatures  have  seriously  damaged  the  1970-71 
Brazilian    Bahia  main  crop.    Main  crop  production  is  forecast  at  900,000  bags 
(5^,000  tons),  down  sharply  from  the  large  1969-70  main  crop  harvest  of 
1,529,000  bags  (91,7UO  tons).    Including  a  provisional  estimate  for  the  1971 
Bahia  Temporao  crop,  total  Brazilian  production  for  1970-71  is  forecast  at 
155,000  tons.    The  1970  Temporao  crop  finally  outturned  at  1,681,000  bags 
(100,860  tons),  bringing  total  Brazilian  production  for  1969-70  to  a  record 
201,600  tons. 
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Major  Consumers 


^Torld  cocoa  bean  imports  in  1969  approximated  1.0*1-  million  tons,  off  over  3 
percent  from  the  1968  level  of  I.07  mil.  tons,    This  is  the  fourth  consecutive 
year  that  imports  have  fallen.    Although  a  poor  1968-69  African  crop  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  drop  in  1969  imports,  the  general  overall  decline 
in  world  trade  in  cocoa  beans  in  recent  years  can  be  attributed  partly  to 
increased  processing  of  beans  by  producing  countries. 

Cocoa  bean  grindings  in  most  consuming  countries  have  been  curtailed  because 
of  high  cocoa  bean  prices,  which  has  led  to  the  expanded  use  of  cocoa  butter 
extenders  and  substitutes. 

Cocoa  bean  imports  by  the  European  Community  (EC)  during  1969  totaled  339,188 
tons,  down  from  35°, 563  tons  in  1968.    Grindings  by  the  EC  in  1969  also 
declined,  amounting  to  336,700  tons,  compared  with  359,100  tons  in  1968. 
Preliminary  data  indicate  that  1970  EC  grind  could  be  up  slightly.  Grindings 
by  the  Netherlands  during  the  first  9  months  of  1970  amounted  to  8^,980  tons, 
up  from  81,250  tons  for  the  similar  1969  period;  and  West  German  grind  has 
shown  an  increase  of  over  3  percent  for  the  January-September  1970  period. 
The  annual  1969  grind  for  the  Netherlands  and  West  Germany  amounted  to  110,600 
tons  and  123,600  tons,  respectively.    France 1 s  I969  grind  was  1+3,000  tons  and 
grindings  by  Italy  and  Belgium  were  k2,k00  tons  and  17,100  ton's,  respectively. 

Cocoa  bean  grindings  in  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  third  quarter  of  1970 
fell  12  percent  from  the  corresponding  period  a  year  ago.    Grind  for  the  first 
9  months  amounted  to  only  59,700  long  tons,  a  decline  of  13. 5  percent  from 
the  similar  1969  months.    Total  1969  grind  was  90,900  long  tons. 

Reflecting  larger  world  production  in  1969-70,  U.S.  cocoa  bean  imports  for 
the  January-September  1970  period  totaled  216,119  tons,  well  above  the  158,931 
tons  imported  in  the  similar  1969  months  and  nearly  equalling  total  1969 
imports  of  221, 95^  tons.    Cocoa  butter  imports  for  the  same  period  were  also 
up  sharply  to  ll,86l  tons,  compared  with  annual  1969  imports  of  6,557  tons. 
U.S.  grind  for  the  9-month  period  totaled  196,997  tons,  slightly  below  the 
199,85^  tons  ground  in  the  same  period  a  year  earlier. 


On  January  1,  1971*  and  on  January  1,  1972,  U.S.  import  duties  on  selected 
cocoa  products  will  be  lowered  as  directed  under  the  Kennedy  Round  negotations. 
Some  of  the  important  cocoa  items  affected  and  the  current  rates  and  new  rate 
changes  are  listed  in  the  following  table:  M
